15. (currently amended) A method of forming a magnetic top, for ladders 
h gving a head member and a pair of supp orts, pivotablv attached to said head 
member, and further wherein said head member forms fea a mold having a plurality of 
formed channels.ftierein, comprising the steps of: 

a) pouring a quantity of magnetic powder into each of said plurality of formed 
channels; and 

b) filling the mold with a quantity of moidable material to encapsulate the 
quantity of magnetic powder. 

16. (original) The method of claim 15 further comprising the steps of: 

a) before pouring a quantity of magnetic powder into each of said plurality of 
formed chaimels, coating the mold with a quantity of molded material, such that said 
quantity of magnetic powder is placed between two layers of molded material after 
step b is completed. 

17. (original) The method of claim 15 wherein the moidable material is selected 
from the group of: plastic, fiberglass, or resin. 
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
